The method of claim 85 or 87, wherein said small molecule profiles are obtained using 
one or more of the following: HPLC, TLC, electrochemical analysis, mass spectroscopy, refractive index 
spectroscopy (RI), Ultra- Violet spectroscopy (UV), fluorescence analysis, radiochemical analysis, Near- 
InfraRed spectroscopy (Near-IR), Nuclear Magnetic Resonance spectroscopy (NMR) and Light 
Scattering analysis (LS).
